Navy said the Trieste II would 
go out into the Atlantic about 
April for on-the-spot observation 
and additional photographs of 
the Scorpion hull. 
The court of inquiry ruled out 
two possible causes of the loss 


of the Scorpion, worst subma­ 
rine disaster since the Thresher 
was crushed after a piping fail­ 
ure off New England in 1963.

Reagan says he’ll 
use a $100 million budget surplus to give Califor­ 
nians a 10 per cent income tax cut in 1970 — but 
his possible opponent in that election year says it’s 
not enough and accused the governor of playing 
politics. 
Reagan promised the across-the-board tax cut 
Friday in a 90-second television address. 
But Assembly Democratic Leader Jesse M. Un- 
ruh, who is expected to buck Reagan for the gov­ 
ernorship next year, called 
Reagan’s 
move 
“ a 
fraud,” and a “calculated effort to deceive the peo­ 
ple of this state." 
"In an obvious attem pt to salvage some political 
gain from his record-breaking $1 billion tax increase 
of 1967" Unruh said, “the governor is offering the 
taxpayer today far less tax relief than the people 
need — and far less than the state budget allows 
them to have.” 
The former Assembly Speaker said state fiscal 
experts say the state budget surplus this June will 
total at least $200 million and that a withholding 
plan will yield another $100 million from people 
who now illegally evade paying state income tax. 
“ AH of that surplus should be returned to the 
people as tax relief,” he said.

In his brief television report, Reagan said the 
$100 million surplus cam e from savings by his Re­ 
publican adm inistration and because inflation has 
brought in more revenue than expected.

DUKW Isn't a Joke

There was a time, before the 
recent deluge, that the City of 
Pomona’s 
DUKW, 
pronounced 
“ duck,” was treated more as a 
joke than anything else. 
Since February 1966 when it 
was purchased for flood em er­ 
gency use, the DUKW, an am ­ 
phibious truck, was always good 
for a chuckle or two. 
It was at various times called 
“The Pomona Navy,” “ the bat- 
tlewagon,” 
“the thing,” 
“ the 
tank” and the naval arm of the 
Pomona Police Department — 
with the helicopter used for aer­ 
ial surveillance being the air 
force. 
City Administrator Fred Sharp 
was referred to as the “ the ad­ 
m iral,” and during the city hall 
celebration Jan. 6 to 10, some­ 
one placed the sign, “ USS Po­ 


mona,” on the vessel, which was 
on exhibit. 
The USS, someone volunteer 
ed, stood for Under Sharp’s Ser­ 
vice. 
Then the Rains Came 
Then the heavy rains hit and 
the vessel, a cross between a 
vehicle and a ship, proved itself 
as the civil defense-police-fire 
rescue unit it was intended to 
be when it was acquired for $250 
as m ilitary surplus. 
The series of storms that end­ 
ed Sunday struck 
hardest 
at 
neighboring cities, and Pomona, 
being 
in 
fairly 
good 
shape, 
loaned men and equipment to 
Upland and San Dimas. 
The 2V*-ton DUKW, manned 
by Police Chief Ralph Parker, 
Val Hanson of the communica­ 
tions 
departm ent, 
and 
H arry 
Parker, supervisor of police ve­ 
hicles, was used to evacuate 


some 250 marooned residents in 
San Dimas. 
The next day, Upland contin­ 
ued to evacuate residents be­ 
cause of critical flooding from 
northeast parts of the city. The 
six-wheel DUKW was called and 
permitted officials to survey ar­ 
eas that were impassable for 
other vehicles. 
Ribbing Started 
“ If it’s never used again, it 
was worth every cent,” said 
Hanson. 
Hanson, another city employe 
and Walter Sterk brought 
the 
DUKW to Pomona in 1966 from 
the Marine Corps Supply Depot 
in Barstow where the Army de­ 
livered it after the purchase. 
Parker had learned the year 
before that 
the

available and recommended its 
purchase.
